G.S.R. 435(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 44 of the Food Corporations Act, 1964 (37 of 
1964), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Food Corporations Rules, 1965, 
namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Food Corporations 
Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 29th 
day of May, 1998. 

2. In the Food Corporations Rules, 1965 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), in rule 11, for sub-rule 6, 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

The term of office of the Secretary shall be five years 
from the date of his assumption of office as Secretary or 
upto his reaching the age of 60 years whichever is earlier or 
such term in the case of officers appointed from other services 
as may be prescribed in the deputation terms on foreign 
service.
